PIOGHE SENDING
ORE TO MARKET

Patrick Sheehan, formerly superinten-
dent of the lost Packer of Loon Creek,
and now of Pioche, returned yesterday
from the big Nevada camp and reports
that conditions in Pioche are improving
with every shift which is worked.
